••T h e total value of raw cotton ex­ 
ported. for the first tim e, crossed the 
$400,000,000 line and exceeded by tar 
the value of any other article of mer­ 
chandise sent out of the country.

provisions but $211,000,000 and those 
of iron. and steel 
manufactures but 
$161,000,000. 
“ The value of cotton exported has du­ 
ring the last five years increased very 
rapidly. 
It was not until 1901 that it 
crossed the $300,000,000 line. and in a 
short five years* period it has grown 
to more than $400,000,000, or an in­ 
crease of 33 per cent. 
This growth is 
due in part to an increase in the quan­ 
tity exported, but in part also to an ad­ 
vance in price, since the quantity ex­ 
ported in 1906 was about 700,000,000 
pounds less than in 1905. while the val 
ue was $21,000,000 more than in 19i>5 
“ The exportation of 
manufactured 
cotton was also larger in 1906 than in 
any earlier year, aggregating 8o3, OOO 
OOO against $50,000,00b in 1905, and 
$22,500,000 in. 1904. 
The growuh 
in 
exports of manufactured cotton has 
been as striking as that of the raw 
material.

FRUIT INSTEAD OF DRUGS. 


Remedial Qualities May Be Precented 
by Home Manufacture. 


The remedial properties of berries, 
all of which are of great value In dif­ 
ferent diseases, may 
be 
preserved 
through the home manufacture of cor­ 
dials. shrubs, vinegars, etc., and by 
drying, in which state they are to 
be steeped, strained, and the water 
used as needed. 
Cherries, greengage 
plums, peaches and apricots share in 
this value with the berries. 
Grapes 
are second only to figs for use in dis­ 
orders which arise from a torpid or 
congested state of 
the 
intestines. 
Health depends so largely upon tho 
regularity of the functions of the 
bowels that attention to them Is of 
the utmost Importance. 
An excellent 
Mg preparation is an effusion by steep­ 
ing one ounce of senna iii a pint of 
boiling water; select one pound of 
plump, dried figs, and, having placed 
| them in a layer in an earthen dish, 
pour over them the well-steeped and 
| strained senna tea. 
Place 
this 
in 
a moderate oven and allow them to 
; remain until the fruit has entirely 
absorbed the liquid. 
Put this in 
a 
closed jar, and for use, one fig eaten 
on retiring is a dose for any 
or­ 
dinary case of constipation. 
Pine­ 
apple, while of especial worth in some 
diseases when taken with other food, 
should never be eftten alone, as, fail­ 
ing anything else to work upon, its 
acid attacks the lining of the stomach 
itself. 
It is claimed that it has an 
especial value in certain forms oF 
dyspepsia and in diphtheria, 
as 
its 
juices will cut away mucus that noth­ 
ing else can remove. 
All fruits, however, do not affect 
all persons alike. 
One should seek 
to know what is suitable in his own 
case, and not eat fruits merely be­ 
cause somebody has told him it is 
“good for him.’’ 
Owing frequently 
to idiosyncrasies, as well as to cer­ 
tain physical conditions, fruits are 
often the worst things one can eat. 
Each person must be “a law unto 
himself” in this m a tte r—The Com­ 
moner.

’‘American m erchants could do 50 
per cent, more business in 
Mexico

is the fact that the m erchants and 
m anufacturers demand that payment 
for their goods be sent upon the re­ 
ceipt of the bill for the same, and 
this bill arrives a month in advance 
of the goods.

ervation when I met Black Horse. He 
would not come within the circle or 
smoke the pipe of peace, but hung j 
around on the outside, sulleu, ultra- : 
dignified and unapproachable.

This is the introductory sentence ot 


a 3tatement just issued by the depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor 
Contin- 


uing, the statement says 


"The total value of raw cotton ex- 


ported, for the first time, crossed the 
$400,000.000 line and exceeded by tai 
the \-xlue of any other article ot mer- 
chandise sent out of the country The 
exports of breadstuffs of all kinds ag- 
gregated but 1186,000,000. those ot 
prov\3ions but $211,000,000 and those 
of iron, and steel manufacture* but 
$161,000,000. 


• 'The value of cotton exported has du- 


ring the last five years increased very 
rapidly 
It was not until 1901 that it 


crossed the $300,000,000 line, and in a 
short five years' period it has grown 
to more than $400,000,000. or an in- 
crease of 33 per cent 
This growth is 


due m part to an increase m the quan- 
tity exported, but in part also to an ad- 
vance in price, since the quantity ex- 
ported in 1906 was about 700,000,000 
pounds less than in 1905, while the val- 
ue was $21,000.000 more than in 190o. 


"The exportation of manufactured 


cotton was also larger in 1906 than in 
any earlier year, aggregating S53, 000 
000 against $50,000,000 in 1905, and 
$22.500,000 in. 1904. The growuh in 
exports of manufactured cotton has 
been as striking as that of the raw 
material. 
. 
"Europe is, of course, oui principal 


customer for raw cotton. The United 
Kingdom took last year $177,000.000, 
worth. Germany $101.000,000, France 
45000,000 and Italy about $2<,000, 
000, 
while the 
other 
countries of 


Europe took about $32,000,000 woith. 
Japan is also a customer for our raw 
cotton, but verry irregular in the quan- 
titv bought, since she only buys large- 
ly of American cotton with the prices 
low, relying on India and China in 
years when American cotton is high. 
The value of cotton exported to Japan 
m the fiscal year 1906 was in round 
numbers W.000.000. in 1905 $17,000.000 
and in 1904 less than $3.000,000. 


"In manufactured cotton China is by 


far the largest customer 
The total 


value of all cotton manufactures ex 
ported in the fiscal year 1905 was as 
above indicated $53,000,000 in round 
terms of which about $30.000,000 went 
to China 
Practically all of the cotton 


goods sent to China was m the form 
of cloth, the total value of cotton 
cloth exported to China in the year be- 
ing $29,541,188 and of other 
cotton 


good* $172.887. The exports of cot-

naturally resulted in a desne for more 
hogs in this territory," said Mr Norris 
in discussing the matter, "and many 
hog buyers have been anxiously and 
frantically picking np stock hogs ot 
whatever kind they could find m Texas 
and elsewhere, regardle&s of whether 
or not they could get ceitificates of 
health for the stock. 


"It has been the same wav* every 


year since the opening of the Territory, 
when we have had an evtia large corn 
crop. I have been here since the coun- 
try was first opened and have observed 
it time and time again 
The year we 


had the first big corn crop here in Lo- 
gan county, hogs were shipped in in- 
discriminately, with the result that 
choleta cleaned out nearly all the herds 
in the county. 
The same thing hap- 


pened a few years latei in Pawnee 
county, and it was because of the ter- 
rible^ravages of cholera in Custer, 
Washita and some of the other south- 
western counties last yeai, from just 
the same cause, that our recent order 
was issued. There are, of course, two 
sides to this, as to every other ques- 
tion, and it seems rather haid on the 
people who have surplus corn and want 
to import hogs to feed it to, but I 
' hink that we are serving the best in- 


tereaf of the Territory generally by 
tanding pat on our rule."

Remedial Qualities May Be 


by Hem* Manufacture, 


The remedial properties of berries, 


all of which are of great value »n dif- 
ferent diseases, may be preserved 
through the home manufacture of cor- 
dials, shrubs, vinegars, etc., and by 
drying, in which state they are to 
be steeped, strained, and the water 
used as needed. Cherries, greengage 
plums, peaches and apricots share in 
this value with the berries. Grapes 
are second only to figs for use In dis- 
orders which arise from a torpid or 
congested state of 
the 
Intestines. 


Health depends so largely upon the 
regularity of the functions of the 
bowels that attention to them Is of 
the utmost Importance. 
An excellent 


preparation is an effusion by steep- 


ing one ounce of senna in a pint of 
boiling water; select one pound of 
plump, dried figs, and, having placed 
them In a layer in an earthen dish, 
pour over them the well-steeped and 
strained senna tea.

FRUIT IN8TIAD OF DRUG*. 


Remedial Qualities May Be Preserved 


by Home Manufacture, 


Tbe remedial properties of berries, 


all of wblch are of great value }a dif- 
ferent diseases, may be preserved 
through the home manufacture of cor- 
dials, shrubs, vinegars, etc., and by 
drying, In which state they are to 
be steeped, strained, and the water 
used as needed. Cherries, greengage 
plums, peaches and apricots share in 
this value with the berries. Grapes 
are second only to flgs for use In dis- 
orders which arise from a torpid or 
congested state of 
the 
Intestines. 


Health depends so largely upon the 
regularity 
of the functions of the 


bowels that attention to them Is of 
the utmost Importance. 
An excellent 


flg preparation is an effusion by steep- 
Ing one ounce of senna in a pint of 
boiling water; select one pound of 
plump, dried flgs, and, having placed 
them in a layer In an earthen dish, 
pour over them the well-steeped and 
strained senna tea. 
Place this 
In 


a moderate oven and allow them to 
remain until the fruit has entirely 
absorbed the liquid. Put this In a 
closed Jar, and for use, one flg eaten 
on retiring is a dose for any 
or- 


dinary case of constipation. 
Pine- 


apple, while of especial worth In some 
diseases when taken with other food, 
should never be etiten alone, as, fall- 
ing anything else to work upon, its 
acid attacks the lining of the stomach 
itself. 
It Is claimed that it has an 


especial value in certain forms of 
dyspepsia and In diphtheria, aa its 
Juices will cut away mucus that noth- 
ing else can remove 


All fruits, however, do not affect 


all persons alike 
One should seek 


to know what is suitable in his own 
case, and not eat fiults merely be- 
cause somebodv has told him It is 
"good for him " 
Owing frequently 


to idlest ncrasies, as well as to cer- 
tain physical conditions, fruits are 
often the worst things one can eat. 
Each person must be "a law unto 
himself" in this matter.—The Com- 
moner.

M»d has a fine collection of blankets, 
•which have attracted much attention 
since he has been stationed at Wash- 
ington. 
Many of the blankets were 


secured from Indiana whose names 
hare a place in the history of the 
army. 


"One of the finest saddle blankets 


in my collection." said Major Baker 
to a New York Tribune reporter the 
other day, "is a saddle blanket which 
once adorned the war pony of Black 
Horse, a Navajo chief who never be- 
came very friendly with the whites. 
I 


•was out in Arizona holding a powwow 
with a bunch of drifters whom the 
government wanted corraled on a res- 
ervation when I met Black Hoise. He 
would not coine within the circle or 
smoke the pipe of peace, but hung 
around on the outside, sullen, ultra- 
dignified and unapproachable. 


"One afternooon I saw his saddle 


blanket—one of the most beautiful 1 
had ever seen—and a great desire to 
possess it overcame me. Through our" 
interpreter I sent him an offer of $-5, 
to which he would not even leply 
i 


raised the offer to 150, but the answer 
was only a grunt. Finally he informed 
the interpreter that the white captain 
did not ha>e enough money to buy his 
blanket.

to Black Horse that the white captain

•who was worthy enough, or that he 
could come alone if it suited his dig 
nlty better.
